NEW YORK, Sept. 39.—Tne| 
Fiftthy Avenue Bank and its attor- 
ney, Herbert M. Teets, co-execu- 
tors of the $10,000,000 estate of 
Georgia Timken Fry, New York 
artist, who dled in 1921, filed for- 
ma] answers in court yesterday to 
a petition for their removal as ex- 
ecutors which charged 66 specific 
acts of malfeasance and neglect in 
the administration of the estate. 
The charges against them were 
brought recently by John Heming 
Fry, husband of Mrs. Fry and one 
of the executors of the estate. H» 
is a prominent artist. 

The filing of Fry's petition was 
a result of a report made by in- 
ternal revenue agents, stating that 
taxable income had been over-ro- 
ported to the amount of $575,- 
986.20, and that overpayment of 
the income tax had amounted to 
$107,451.06. 

The bank In its reply, while ad- 
miting overpayment of taxes, “de- 
nied that any alleged overpayment 
by the petitioner individually and 
as testamentary guardian was en- 
tirely due to any gross negligence 
and violation of the law on the 
part of the respondent.” | 

In Fry's petition, filed by Sam- 
uel Untermyer, counsel, was also 
the allegation that the bank had 
failed to keep the funds of the es- 
tate separate, that they had been 
confused with other funds, con- 
trary to law. The bank replied 
that while no separate account of 
the Fry estate was kept the ac- 
‘count wag not mingled with other 
acounts. | 
The charge that the bank pur- 
chased bonds and sold them to the 
estate at a higher price also was 
denied in the answer. The bank 
does admit, however, it received 
$312.50 in commissions from sales. 
Mrs. Fry was the daughter and 
one of the five heirs of Henry 
Timken, St. Louls carriage manu- 
facturer, who, with his sons, de- 
veloped the Timken Roller Bear- 
ing Co.

With completion of nine pend-~ 


ing purchases, the city will have 
acquired almost one-third of the 


area of the projected Memorial 
Plaza. Ordinances for buying the 
nine lots are being presented to 
the Citizens’ Bond Issue Super- 
visory Committee this afternoon by 
Assistant Comptroller Cunningham. 

Including $181,217 to be paid 
for the nine pleces, the plaza land 
thus far obtained will have cost 
$1,460,561. Out of 650,000 square 
feet in the site, covering seven 
whole city blocks between City Hal! 
and Central Library and parts of 
three others, the city now has 
195,000, or about 30 per cent, 

The 1923 bond issue provided 
$6,000,000 for purchase of the 
plaza site and erection of a war 
veterans’ memorial on it. Cost of 
the memorial has been expected to 
be about $1,000,000, but there is 
no definite division of the fund. 
Purchases made so far have beer 
within the limit of available 
money, being based on city ap- 
praisais, but city officials fear that 
eventually the fund will be insuf- 
because some property 
along Twelfth boulevard and other 
improved pieces in the site has 
soared in value. 

Condemnation Under Way. 

Condemnation of the whole site 
is under way, but this is a slow 
process and as much as possible is 
being acquired by direct purchase. 
In case of owners who may seck 
exorbitant prices the city will await 
Immediate sale ix 
the more satisfactory way for own- 
ers to realize on their investments, 
in the opinion of city officials, who 
say the appraisal prices are fair 


_ and represent profits. 


Most of the 84 lots acquired 
have had buildings on them, some 
of which have been razed and few 
of which have been of much val- 
ue. At one corner, for instance, 
the city is doing better by leasing 
a lot for a filling station and park- 
ing (temporarily) than by keeping 
rental. 
One-half block area has been 
cleared completely—the south side 
of Olive street, between Thirteenth

When people say that a man has 
gone mad or insane, they general- 
ly mean that a man who was up 
till a certain moment a normal citi- 
zen has suddenly and permanently 
been deprived of his reason; that 
he will have to go to a “lunatic 
asylum” for the rest of his life.

If science proves anything, it 
proves that this attitude is wrong 
in every way.

ness of men can safely be gauged 
by their sympathies. Sympathy and 
imagination are twin sisters. 

“Your heart must go out to all 
men; the high, the low, the rich, 
the poor, the learned, the un- 
learned, the good, the bad, the 
wise, the foolish—it is necessary to 
be one with them all, else you can 
never comprehend them, 

“But knowledge must go. with 
sympathy, else the emotions will 
become maudlin and pity may be 
wasted on a poodle instead of on 
a child, on a field mouse instead 
of on a human soul. 

“Knowledge in use is wisdom 
and wisdom implies a sense of 
values—you know a Dig thing 
from a little one, a valuable fact 
from a trivial one. 

“Poise is strength of body and 
strength of body to control your 
sympathy and your knowledge. 
Unless you control your emotions 
they run Over and you stand in 
the slop. Sympathy must not run 
riot or it is valueless and tokens 
weakness instead of strength. 

“Poise reveals itself more in 
voice than in words: more in 
thought than in action; more in 
atmosphere than in conscious life. 
It is a spiritual quality and is felt 
/more than it is seen.”

lowa Physician Suggests Using 
Anti-Tuberculosis Organ- 
ization in Campaign. 


Use of the antituberculosis or- 
ganization in every state to wage 
a campaign against heart disease, 
now killing more people annually 
than tuberculosis, was urged by 
physicians yesterday at the closing 
session of the Mississippi Valley 
Conference on Tuberculosis, meet- 
ing at Hotel Statler. 

The organized fight against tu- 
berculosis, in 25 years has, brought 
the disease from first down to 
fifth on the mortality list, it was 
pointed out. Heart disease now 
leads the mortality list. 

“Experts declare the same pre- 
ventive and educational methods 


that have been so successful against 


tuberculosis should be applied to 
heart disease,” Dr. Merrill M, 
Myers, head of the Iowa Heart As- 
sociation, told the conference. 
“Heart disease and tuberculosis 
are similar in some respects,” Dr. 
Merrill added. “They frequently 
begin in childhood; they develop 
slowly; they have symptoms in 
common; both lie. dormant for 
years; usually they reach their cli- 
max in the productive years of 
life, and they require similar treat- 
ment. 

“These diseases exhibit such 
parallelism and the tuberculosis 
clinics can readily be adapted to 
serve patients with heart disease.” 
Dr. Linsley R. Williams, man- 
aging director of the National Tu- 
berculosis Assaciatidn, urged the 
use of the organization now fight- 
ing tuberculosis for study of heart 
disease,
